ANYTHING GOES 
WITH HENDRICKS 


New York Superintendent of 
Insurance Confesses Utter 
Negligence in Protect- 
ing Policy Holders. 


HIS IGNORANCE AMAZING. 


Malpractice in Life Companies No 
Concern of Department, State 
Official Tells the Arm- 
strong Committee. 


New York, Dee. 21.—[Special.)—Francis 
Hendricks, superintendent of insurance in 
New York, 
Armstrong legislative investigating commit- 
tee today that hie department had besn ut- 
terly negligent in protecting the policy hold - 
ers’ interests. 

The state officials had been concerned alto- 
gether with the question of whether the com- 
panies were solvent or not and had not made 
it a point to ascertain whether the policy 
holders were getting the returns to which 
they were entitled. 

Mr. Men@ricke had always supposed that 
the big life insurance companies were man- 
aged successfully from an economic stand- 
point. He realised it was hie duty to find out 
whether or not they were a0, but in falling to 
do so he had only followed the practice which 
had prevailed in the department for many 
years. 

No investigation is made into the salaries 
paid to officers, so long as the company is 
able to pay its obligations No investigation 
ie made into the commissionag paid to agents. 
the system of loading on the premiums, the 
advancing of loans to agents, or loans to di- 
reetors. The employment of kinspeople of 
officers in high positions ts not inquired into. 


Displays Surprising Ignorance. 

Supt. Hendricks’ knowledge of the details 
of the department was surprisifigly meager. 
He knew scarcely anything about the actual 
conditions in the companies through per- 
sonal investigation. Some of the companies’ 
annual reports never had been submitted to 
him. 

He argued emphatically against any at- 
tempt to control by law the actual manage- 
ment of the lite insurance companies. He 
did favor publicity. He was opposed to any 
attempt to limit the amount of an insurance 
president's salary. He could conceive how 
some men would be worth as much as 400, 
000 a year to an insurance company. 

Chief Examiner Isaac Vanderpool of the 
insurance department also was examined 
today. He admitted that his work and that 
of his assistants consisted merely in verify- 
ing through the entries on the insurance 
companies’ books the statements which had 
been made to the department. 


Many Things Left Undone. 

Supt. Hendricks was called to the stand 
shortly after the opening of the morning 
pession. 

Mr. Hughes took up with him first the ex- 
pense of running the state insurance depart- 
ment. Mr. Hendricks said that he had paid 
out in 1904 $137,000, and that he had paid over 
into the state treasury as fees received or 
payments upon examinations $281,726.96. 

Mr. Hendricks didn’t know that he made 
any effort immediately after his appoint- 
ment to ascertain what the affillations of any 
members of his staff had been with the in- 
surance companies. He had made such an 
investigation later and had found only one 
man who had had any connection with an in- 
surance company. This was William H. 
Mr. Hendricks didn’t know with 


affliated. This is the same man who has 
received payments on account of legislative 
matters from the New York Life, the Mutual 
Reserve, and other companies. 

Mr. Hughes wanted to know whether it had 
been the practice of the department to make 
any inquiry for the purpose of protecting peo- 
ple from deceptive statements in circulars 
issued by insurance companies. 

„I have no recollection of it,” the witness 


replied. 
Never Tried to Reform Methods. 

Mr. Hendricks admitted that he never had 
taken any action to procure information con- 
cerning the estimates given out by companies 
as to the returns which policy holders may 
expect in dividends. He never had made any 
comparison of what the companies promised 
with the actual results, 

Q.—Do you, in effect, exercise a veto power 
over the use of policies by companies by giving 
or withholding your approval of various forms? 
4 I think we do, but we never have exercised 
it, I think. 

Mr. Hughes said that the committee had 
found some forms of policies which were ex- 
tremely ambiguous and which contained 
doubtful provisions. 

„ Misleading, too, I think.“ added Supt. 
Hendricks. Mr. Hughes wasted to know if 
Mr. Hendricks could tell him what the de- 
partment had done to protect people in re- 
gard to these forms of policies. 

“TI cannot,“ replied Supt. Hendricks. 


Good Showing Quite Sufficient. 

Q.—Has the department exercised any supervis- 
ion over the amount paid by the companies to 
general agents? A.—I think not. 

Q.—The department has been satisfied with a 
showing of solvency? A.— Tes. In other words 
we have not undertaken to manage the companies. 

Q.—No, you have not undertaken to manage 
them nor have you undertaken to criticise their 
management? A.—Sometimes. 

Q.—But suppose you didn’t find that there was 
danger of insolvency at the time, but there were 
facts calling your attention to extravagance in 
management and reductions in returns to policy 
holders. Did you take such matters under advise- 
ment? A.—Why, not if the company was abso- 
lutely solvent and had a large surplus. 

Q.—-Did you oot think it proper, in order that 
remedies might be invoked, that extravagance 

or malversation of funds should be brought to the 
attention of the proper officer of the state? A.— 


Yes, if we found them. 
Q.—But did you look for them? A.—Well, asl 


said, we had never found them. It would be al- 
most impossible to find them in any of the large 
companies. 

Needed Lift from Inside. 

Mr. Hendricks said that in the case of the 
Eaultable, for instance, the department 
would not have been able to get anything 
unless it had had help from the inside. 

“We would not.“ said the witness, “ have 
got it from the books, because it wasn’t on 


‘the books. We would have had to be mind 


readers to get it. If we had gone through 
and examined that company as carefully 
as it was possible to examine it we would 
have discovered little unless we had had in- 
side men who were helpful.”

WANTS EUROPE TO DISARM. 


Favors Free Trade and Home Rule for 
Trish People. 


[BY CABLS TO THE 

LONDON, Dec. 21. . 
ter, Sir Henry Campbeu- 
dressed a huge meeting of 
hall this evening and outlined some of the 
cardina) points of his policy. 

Referring to the controversy between the 
Balfour government, Lord Curzon, ex-vice- 
roy of India, and Gen. Kitchener, cori- 
mander in chief of the Indian force, with ref - 
erence to the military administration of 
India, Sir Henry showed his sympathy with 
Lord Curzon against Gen. Kitchener. He 
said it would be the government’s aim to 
restore the spirit of caution and vigorous 
common sense which had been the boast of 
British rule in India, adhering inflexibly to 
the sacred principle of subordination of mil- 
itary to civil authority. 

Everything, the premier declared, is pro- 
ceeding smoothly in the colonies, except in 
South Africa. The government had decided 
to stop forthwith the further importation 
of Chinese coolies into that country, pending 
a declaration of opinion by an elected and 


really representative legislature of the Trans- 
vaal. 


Peace with All the World. 


Sir Henry emphatically affirmed his adhe- | 


sion to the entente with France. 

He expressed friendship for Russia and 
welcomed the recent unofficial Anglo-Ger- 
man demonstrations. He said he could not 
see the least cause for estrangement in any 
interests, eithér German or British. 

He briefiy indorsed the Anglo-Japanese al- 
Uance, referred amiably to the United States, 
with whose government and people, he said, 
Great Britain is bound by the closest ties of 
race and tradition. 

He declared that the government's general 
foreign policy will be opposed to aggression 
or adventure. It will be animated by a de- 
sire to be on the best terms with all nation- 
alities in the great work of civilization. 

He believed the present fiscal system would 
greatly aid in carrying out this policy, it be- 
ing @ guarantee of peace and preventive of 
the possibility of tariff wara. 


Wants Europe to Disarm. 

Sir Henry further said he rejoiced at the 
great strides in arbitration made since Glad- 
stone’s priceless precedent of the Alabama 
case. The growth of armaments he declared 
a great danger to the peace of the world. The 
policy of huge armaments, he added, kept 
alive, stimulated, and fed the belief that force 
is the best, if not the only, solution of inter- 
national dificulties. As the principle of 
peaceful arbitration had gained ground, it 
became one of the highest tasks of the states- 
man to adjust these armaments to the new 
state of things. Great Britain, he said, could 
have no nobler role than at a fitting moment 
to place itself at the head of a league for 
peace, through whose instrumentality this 
great work could be effected. 

Dealing with finance, Sir Henry said the 
country is suffering from oppressive taxa- 
tion. Domestic needs had been neglected to 
meet ands for military purposes. Mil- 
tarism, extravagance, and protection, he 
gaid, were weeds growing in the same field. 
They must all be rooted out to prepare for 
honest cultivation. He attributed the specter 
of protection to the South African war. 


Home Rule for Ireland. 


In r Sir Henry stated that the 
principle of self-government and popular 
control would be the foundation of the gov- 
ernment's Irish policy. Those domestic af- 
fairs which concerned the Irish alone should, 
and when opportunity offered would be, 
placed in their hands. 

At the conclusion of the premier’s speech, 
which was enthusiastically cheered, two 
women in different parts of the hall shouted 
excitedly and waved white banners bearing 
the inecription Votes for women.

ARREST OF CONSPIRATORS 
STOPS COLOMBIAN REVOLT. 


Plot to Overthrow Government and 
“Dispose Of President Reyes Dis- 
covered in Time to Prevent Action. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 71.—{Special.}—A 
report of a plot to overthrow the present 
government of Colombia and to dispose 
of President Reyes reached the state depart- 
ment today from Bogota, the capital of Co- 
lombia. High officials of the country, in- 
cluding ex-cabinet members and four gener- 
als of the Colombian army, were implicated 
in a plot which was discovered by the author- 
ities in ample time to prevent any action. 
The state department’s advices on the mat- 
ter lack detail, but it appears to have been 
a well founded plot to do away with the pres- 
ent controlling interests and to establish an- 
other faction in power. 

Those implicated were arrested yesterday 
and are now being summarily tried by court 
martial. The authorities at Bogota have evi- 
dently acted quickly in the matter and are 
determined to punish the offenders speedily. 

No intimation of trouble tn Colombia had 
previously reached Washington. The state 
department has been materially interested 
in the settlement of the difficulties between 
Colombia and Panama, but as far as can be 
learned there has been no indication of rev- 
olution. The last information bearing on 
Colombia received at the state depart- 
ment was that President Castro of Venezuela 
had reached an agreement with the Reyes 
government over 4 long standing dispute.

ALDERMAN TO BE ARRESTED. 


| Jacksonville Official Charged with De- 


manding Gifts. 


Jacksonville, II., Dec. 21. [special I- vv. 
H. Moulton, president of the civil service 
commission, filed information in the County 
court today charging Ald. M. L. Hildreth 
with soliciting campaign contributions from 
employés at the state school for the deaf. 

The information is drawn in four counts 
and is the first complaint under the new law 
making it a misdemeanor to ask an employé 
of the state for political gifts. 

The information alleges that on Nov. 6 Ald. 
Hildreth solicited subscriptions from Col. E. 
J. Lang, head of the carpentry department; 
Matthew Minter, head of the shoe trade de- 
partment, and W. H. Clifford, head of the 
printing department. 

Judge Barnes of the County court fixed 
the amount of bond at $500, but when the 
county clerk’s office closed today service 
upon the accused had not been had. It was 
stated, however, that the warrant would be 
served within a day or two, 


Determined to Break Practice. 


If the evidence is not sufficient to hold the 
accused alderman, the Morgan county grand 
jury, which meets in May, will be asked to 
take action, as the commission is determined 
to break up the practice of compulsory po- 
litical assessments among state employés. 

The prosecution follows a personal inves- 
tigation conducted by Mr. Moulton, who has 
been quizsing the employés of the school. 
The three men named fn the complaint, it is 
alleged, were asked for funds to carry on the 
campaign for county commissioners last fall 
directly efter the law went into effect on 
Nov. 1 (the election was held on Nov. 8). 
They all refused to contribute. 


Denies Demanding Gifts. 

Mr. Hildreth, who is a prominent repub- 
lican in Morgan county and who for a part 
of Gov. Yates’ administration was employed 
as farm boss at the school for the deaf, said 
this evening that he did call at the state 
school for the deaf on a matter of business 
with N H. Tickner, and that While there he 
asked Messrs. Lang, Minter, and Clifford 
if they wanted to contribute to the cam- 
paign fund for the county election, and they 
said that they did not care to. 

Mr. Hildreth stated that he would be pres- 
ent when the case was called at the January 
term of the County court and felt certain he 
could explain his conduct relative to his 
action. 

He declared himself in favor of the present 
civil service law.and said he thought the 
practice of assessing state employés ought 
to be stopped, as he had been employed under 
the state when it used to be the practice to 
withhold part of each check of each em- 
ployé every pey day. 


Just Asked Them, That’s All. 

In company with others he had agreed to 
stand good for $100 for the last county fund, 
and he simply asked the employés at the 
school if they desired to help in raising that 
amount.

Train Moved by Troops. 

The main interest in the strike of the rail- 
road men centered in the Warsaw situation, 
where the government was to make a test 
of its ability by moving a train for Berlin. 
The depot wae packed with troops. 

Promptly at noon there was a wild hurrah, 
accompanied by the roar of escaping steam, 
and a few minutes later the railroad men 
walked out of the yards in a body. 

The authorities, however, were prepared, 
and after a delay of ten minutes a locomotive 
manned by soldiers of a railroa ttalion 
backed into the station and was coupled to 
the waiting train, which was crowded with 
people seeking to depart from the unhappy 
country. Lines of soldiers with fixed bayo- 
nets flanked the train and an official with 
four soldiers entered the carriages and thor- 
oughly searched them in order to ascertain 
if suspicious persons were on board. 

As the official and his escort left the train 
a signal was given and twenty soldiers en- 
tered the baggage cars, while another de- 
tachment was scattered through the car- 
riages. The train then pulled out. An extra 
car loaded with wrecking apparatus wae at- 
tached to the train to be' used in case of ae 
cidents between stations. The usual man 
car was missing. At other stations similar 
precautions will be taken. 


Workmen Obey Strike Order.

STREET FIGHTING IN MOSCOW. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ]

MOSCOW, Dec. 20., by telephone to St. 
Petersburg, Dec. 21.—The strike has begun 
in Moscow, and fighting is going on in the 
streets. One engineering regiment has re- 
volted and gone over to the people. 

Twenty telegraph wires have been cut and 
the rest may be at any moment. 

The general postoffice narrowly escaped 
total destruction, an infernal machine being 
found just in time. The town is in darkness 
and the theaters and clubs are closed. The 
employés of the municipality have aban- 
doned their work. 

Fifty thousand factory hands are idle. 

The troops are confined to the barracks 
and every possible military preparation for 
eventualities has been made. 

The strikers’ pickets are all over the city 
persuading or threatening those who are re- 
luctant to join the strike. There have been 
some cases of disorder and a few conflicts. 


‘LIKE A REIGN OF TERROR. 

RIGA, Livonia, Dec. 20.—[ Delayed. I— Tue 
town of Tukum, in Courland, has been re- 
captured from the revolutionists. The town 
surrendered after a severe fight which lasted 
for twelve hours. The ingurrectionists had 
fortified the town by throwing up intrench- 
ments before which they dug pits. They also 
had in position the machine guns recently 
captured by them. The trenches were taken 
by storm, both sides losing heavily. 

Refugee land owners arriving here report 
that there was bloodshed at Talsen yester- 
day. Revolutionary peasante intrenched 

themselves in their houses; from the win- 
dows of which they fired on the patrolling 
soldiers. It is estimated that forty infantry- 
men and cavalrymen were killed or wounded. 

FPive cars of wounded soldiers have ar- 
rived at Nitau, in Courland. Some of the 
dragoons who escaped report that they en- 
countered on their way there a band of 
revolutionaries and that a fight ensued in 
which seven of the latter were killed and 
eight wounded. The dragoons suffered no 
losses. 


The Lithuanian insurrection has extended 
into the province of Vitebsk, across the bor- 
ders of Livonia, At Kokunhusen the chief 
of police and his assistants were tried by a 
revolutionary tribunal and executed. 


Tukum’s Revolt and Recapture. 


Additional details of the revolt at Tukum 
and of the recapture of the town show that 
the revolt began Dec. 12, when the revolu- 
tionary municipality requested Capt. von 
Mueller, who was stationed there with fifty 
infantry and forty dragoons, to withdraw 
the military patrols from the streets because 
the inhabitants wished to establish a civilian 
guard. The captain agreed to do this, but 
forgot to inform his soldiers, who upon re- 
suming guard duty were encountered by 
armed agitators. The leader of the latter 
shouted that they had received Von Mueller’s 
permission to carry arms, but the soldiers 
fired on the agitators and a fight ensued in 
which fifteen persons were k'‘iled. 

On Dec. 13 the soldiers buried their com- 
rades, but the people fired on the funeral 
procession from the windows of their houses. 


Soldiers Compelled to Retreat. 

More dragoons arrived and another fight 
occurred... The soldiers finally were com- 
pelled to retire with ten wounded, leaving 
Tukum in the hands of 3,000 armed revolu- 
tionaries. The same evening a disguised 
ee Wer succeeded in bringing a report of 
the affair to the governor general, who was 
asked to send reinforcements. 

Meanwhile the revolutionaries barred the 
streets with entanglements. 

Next morning the revolutionaries set fire 
to the building in which the officers and forty 
dragoons were housed. The officers and men 
tried to escape, but were prevented by the 
entanglements and were fired on by the revo- 
Jutionaries from the windows of houses, re- 
sulting in the killing of Capt. von Mueller and 
twenty-four dragoons and the wounding of 
an officer and thirteen privates. Only three 
escaped. The revolutionaries then fright- 
fully mutilated the bodies of the dead soldiers. 

Next day five companies of reinforcements 
with three guns arrived, but the revolu- 
tionaries Mnpelled them to retire by a fusil- 
lade from the windows.

It is reported at the military headquarters 
here that thirty manorial places were burned 
after the peasants had driven off or killed 
the proprietors and their families and plun- 
dered the mansions and adjoining buildings.

Revolt Planned in 1901. 
Lapa Janson, leader of the socialist party 
and editor of the Lettish, revolutionary 
newspaper, in an interview today told of the 


secret organization of the revolution and its, 


cause. He said: 5 

Our struggle is purely political and eco- 
nomical. We will not rest until autocracy 
and feudalism in the Baltic have been finally 
extirpated. All the military and other au- 
thorities in the Baltic province are either 
Russians or Germans, and not a single one 
is a Lett. Since 1901 the Lettish democracy 
has secretly worked to orgunize the country 
people. The peasants were longing for free- 
dom and for revenge against the estate own- 
ers, who were living in ]uxurious castles, 
whereas the peasants were crowded in mis- 
erable huts. 

“The fury of the peasants was directed 
principally against the rich Prince Lieven, 
who maltreated and tormented them. The 
prince fied the country as soon as the mani- 
festo was published, and the peasants there- 
upon decided to attack other estate owners. 

“In Livonia and Courland we have boy- 
cotted all the government officials and ap- 
pointed Lettish municipalities in every com- 
munity. 

This is the third general strike, and there 
are many more to come, though we do not 
know exactly when. We only await the sig- 
nal of our federal committee at Moscow to 
act immediately.“ 

In reply to a remark that the new governor 
general, Count Sollogut, probably would use 
a great military force to supprese the move- 
ment, Janson said that such action would 
lead to civil war and to frightful massacres.’ 


UNIVERSAL SUFFRAGE REFUSED. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB. ] 

LONDON, Dec. 22, 8 a. m.—In a dispatch 
dated Dec. 20 the St. Petersburg sorfespond- 
ent of the Daily Telegraph says the czar 
has definitely refused to grant universal 
suffrage. The decision, it is added, will cause 
immeasurably greater commotion through- 
out Russia than the wildest resolutions of the 
leagues. 

After a week's debate, to which the zemst- 
voists were invited and at which some as- 
tonishing conversions to universal suffrage 
were made, a final council assembled at 
Tsarskoe-Selo Wednesday morning. All 
the members of the cabinet were present. 
Count de Witte was among the chief speak- 
ers. 

A majority of the council voted unhesitat- 
ingly for universal suffrage, although some 
of the members of the majority admitted 
that the experiment would be fraught with 
dangers, but all considered that the country 
demanded the concession and that it would 
be unwise to refuse it. 

‘After attentively listening to the argu- 
ments on both sides the czar deliberately, 
firmy, and decisively refused to grant it. 


WATT SENTENCED TO 5 YEARS. 


Former Member of Parliament Con- 
victed of Inciting Hired Agents 
to Kill His Wife. 


LONDON, Dec. 21.—The trial of Hugh 
Watt, the former member of parliament. 
charged with inciting hired agents to mur- 
der his divorced wife, Julia Watt and Sir 
Reginald Beauchamp, ended today with a 
verdict of guilty. Watt was sentenced to five 
years’ penal servitude. 

The judge in summing up said it was the 
most extraordinary case of modern times. 
Improbable as was the whole story he 
thought it was equally improbable that any 
one could concert and swear to such charges. 
The question of the sanity of Watt had not 
been raised, so the jury had nothing to do but 
find a verdict of guilty or not guilty. 

The court pointed out that the death of the 
former Mrs. Watt would place Watt in ex- 
actly the position he desired, as it would en- 
able him to legalize his marriage to Lady 
Violet Beauchamp, which at present was ille- 
gal because Mrs. Watt had declined to have 
her divorce made absolute. Her death would 
also annul the deed of settlement between 
Watt and Mrs. Watt, which Watt desired. 


MULDOON MAY BE ARCHBISHOP.

ROME, Dec. 21.—The appointment of an 
archbishop of New Orleans to succeed the 
late Mgr.

Make a Determined Stand.

He accused President Roosevelt 
of deserting. Frank S. Black fer Senator 
Depew in the senatorial contest last year, and 
quoted the president as referring to Platt 
and Depew as senile men who should not 
represent New York in the United States 
senate. He also declared vehemently that 
young Mr. Wadsworth would never be elect- 
ed speaker of the assembly. 

President Roosevelt apparently has shift- 
ed in his public attitude in the last twenty- 
four hours. An inspired statement was sent 
out from Washington yesterday morning 
that President Roosevelt was greatly sur- 
prised when Mr. Wadsworth came out as 
a candidate for speaker. In the afternoon 
Congressman Cocks of the congressional dis- 
trict in wh.ch is the president's home, made 
a statement at Old Westbury, L. I., aftera 
conference with the president, to the effect 
that Mr. Roosevelt said as a citizen of Nas- 
sau and a constituent of the assemblyman, in 
his opinion Mr. Wadsworth was an ideal 
Candidate for speaker; that it: would be the 
best possible thing both for the party andthe 
state if he were elected. 

Last night came another inspired statement 
from Washington that this statement of 
Cocks’, correctly represents the president's 
attitude. 

Says He Got Double Cross. 


Mr. Odell, in his intervjews accusing Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and Gov. Higgins of deceit 
and duplicity, said: 

J charge Gov. Higgins with duplicity, 
the worst case of duplicity I ever encountered 
in politics. Assemblyman Merritt told the 
exact truth when he said Higgins had prac- 
tically agreed on his election as speaker. 

Soon after the election I had a talk with 
the governor and asked him whom he fa- 
vored for the speakership. He went over 
the ground fully and eliminated all the 
candidates, except Merritt. He asked me 
to put certain’ questions to Merritt and re- 
port the answers to him. I did so, and the 
governor assured me that the answers were 
quite satisfactory. It was clearly under- 
stood then that Mr. Merritt would have the 
support of the governor, and Mr. Merritt 
went on with his canvass with that under- 
standing. 

„Therefore I never was so surprised in my 
life as when I heard that Gov. Higgins had 
come out for Wadsworth. He switched his 
trolley without a word of warning. It is the 
worst case of duplicity I ever have seen in 
politics. 

“Tried to Wreck the Party.” 

“Now, as to the Washington end of it. 
Coatless and collarless, J. Sloat Fassett, Will- 
iam Barnes Jr., George W. Dunn, and a few 
other fellows with sore thumbs, went to 
Washington, saw the president, and started 
this trouble in conjunction with Higgins. 
Those soreheads appealed to the president 
and Wadsworth was brought out as a can- 
didate. 

“The president adopted a course that is 
calculated to bring disaster on the party. 

I charge the president and Gov. Higgins 
with deliberately trying to wreck the party 
to promote their personal ambition, and I 
challenge them to answer that charge. 

„I charge Gov. Higgins with ingratitude, 
too. The Roosevelt and Higgins idea of har- 
mony is to knock heads, and they are re- 
sponsible for any party disaster that may 
follow the knocking.” 

Odell made the foregoing statement early 
in the day. Last night at the Republican club 
he made an addition fo it, wnerein he sald: 

Last year, when the question of a suc- 
cessor to Senator Depew came up, I Went 
to Washington and saw the president, and he 
said to me that the state of New York should 
not be represented in the senate of the United 
States ‘by two senile old men.’ He said:

Came Out for Black. 

T said to him: I understand that you are 
for Black, then, instead of Depew.’ He said:

‘I hope 320,“ 
said the president. 7 

“ When I returned from Washington I had 
a talk with Higgins and he agreed with the 
president. Finding that both were agreed in 
the matter I decided to sound the senators 
and assemblymen. I did so and was making 
progress when Senator Platt called a con- 
ference at the Fifth Avenue hotel in the inter- 
ests of Senator Depew. 

“I was amazed to find that the backbone of 
that conference was composed of federal and 
state office hoiders. I found out afterwards 
that these people were there with the con- 
sent of the president and Gov. Higgins, and 
believing that the president had deserted the 
cause he had asked me to espouse, I deter- 
mined not to oppose Senator Depew for 
retlection.”

Odell was asked about the meeting of the 
twenty-five assemblymen to be held at the 
Hotel Cadillac this morning.

LAW BREAKS PLUMBERS’ RING:

Toronto, Ont,, Dec. 21.—[{Special.})—After a 
preliminary investigation lasting three days, 
Police Magistrate Denison this afternoon 
committed for trial more than 100 plumbers 
charged with conspiracy to combine in re- 
straint of trade.

DEATH HIS HOLIDAY GIP, 


MISFORTUNE TAKES, PLACE OF 
CHRISTMAS CHEER. 


While Frank Garber Lies Helpless 
with Rheumatism a Baby Is Born— 
Father Has Infant Brought to His 
Room So Mother Can Sleep, and It 
Expires Before He Can Reach Its 
Side—Wife Then Is Taken to a Hos- 
pital. 


The presence of death has driven all thought 
of holiday cheer from the home of Frank 
Garber, 1136 West Thirteenth street. Crip- 
pled with rheumatism and overcome by the 
mental anguish resulting from the experi- 
ences he has just passed through, the team- 
ster lies helpless on a cot in the flat with none 
to comfort him but children too young to 
realize his trouble. The domestic tragedy 
which has claimed one life in the teamster’s 
family, and may claim another, is the climax 
to a series of troubles, referred to briefly in 
THE TRIBUNE yesterday. 

When his infant child died Tuesday night 
Garber, although in great pain himself, kept 
the news from his wife, and the woman still 
is ignorant of the fate of her child. Mrs. 
Garber is now a patient at the Frances 
Willard hospital. 

Garber was lying in his room Tuesday 
morning when the physician announced that 
a baby boy had arrived. 


Seeks to Relieve His Wife. 

„Can't you bring it into this room and let 
mamma get the rest she needs?“ begged the 
sick man. 

In response to the request the crib in which 
the baby was lying was drawn into the 
father’s room, while Mrs. Garber remained 
at rest in the room beyond. All the day leng 
Garber watched the baby as it lay sleeping 
on the pillows. With the falling of night he 
grew weaker himself, put he continued to 
watch the infant while its mother slept. 

At 2 a. m. the first sound came from the 
crib. It was a weak wail from the new 
member of the family. The wail was fol- 
leowedwby another, and the watcher endeav- 
ored to awaken one of the five little children 
sleeping in an adjoining room. His cries 
were of no avail, howevér, and he attempted 
to arise from his cot. One move discouraged 
him, owing to the pain and his weak condi- 
tion. 

An hour passed and the voice of the baby 
could be heard, ‘though fainter and weaker. 
Again Garber decided to make an effort to 
reach the child. Disregarding the shooting 
pains from his limbs, he slowly crawled from 
the cot. He muffled the groans that he could 
not stifle wholly, and at last reached the 
crib. 

Finds His Baby Dead. 


The baby’s voice no longer could be heard. 
Slowly drawing away the covering, the 
father placed his hand upon the infant's. 
brow. It was cold. The child had died. 

When at last one of the children was 
aroused and afphysician was summed 
Garber had succeeded in returning to his 
cot without waking the mother, who was 
sleeping heavily. 

** You—you must not tell her. Don't let 
her know we let the little one die while she 
slept, the man pleaded with the physician. 

The doctor respected his wishes, arranged 
for the burial of the baby, and caused ine 
mother to be taken to the hospital for treat- 
ment. Meanwhile the teamster lies upon 
his cot to be comforted by his children, the 
oldest of whom is 10 years of age, and who 
cannot know the anguish of that night.

With slow steps she marched 
up the room, followed by a page carrying a 
great white flag. She stopped opposite Mr. 
Clemens and handed him the pillow. 

When Mr. Beard removed the wreath and 
placed it upon Mr. Clemens’ head a roar of 
cheers went up. 

Mr. Clemens did not arrive till the latter 
part of the dinner. He strode into the room 
from between parted curtains while the or- 
chestra was playing My Old Kentucky 
Home. 

Besieged. by Artists. 

Cheer upon cheer went up and artists be- 
gan to flock around him to get his autograph 
upon sketches of him they had bought or 
made. N 

Mr. Beard finally begged them to let up on 
the guest of the evening, because he had in- 
dorsed too many notes and Mr. Carnegie, 
who was also a guest, might not be able to 
make good on any more. 

The illustrators had a company of 100 pres- 
ent to greet Mr. Clemens. Before hecame in 
there had been lots of life. The orchestra 
had played on imitation bagpipes for Mr. 
Carnegie and the diners had sung pretty 
nearly every popular song. 

Mr. Clemens was intensely interested in 
the Joan of Arc episode. In a short speech 
he said he had long wanted to see just what 
he had seen, Joan made up as she should 
have been. He disapproved of the conven- 
tional pictures of Joan and complained that 
illustrators had always ‘“ pictured her with 
the fixed expression of a ham.”’ 

Mr. Clemens went on to tell how hard he 
tried to get Willlams, the illustrator of In- 
nocents Abroad.“ to get a good illustration 
of the noted Jack Van Nostrand in that book 
and never could doit.

FARNOM TO DEMAND TRIAL 


DECLARES HE WILL NOT ALLOW 
POLICE TO DROP KOPF CASE. 


State Senator, Who Is Under Bonds 
to Appear Before Justice Eberhardt 
Today, Asserts He Will Not Permit 
His Opponents to Dismiss Charges 
Connecting Him with the Death of 
the County Commissioner — Prom. 
ises to Convict Enemies of Perjury: 


State Senator Frank C. Farnum, still under 
bonds of $20,000 to appear before Justice 
Aberhardt this morning on the charge of 
murder brought against him for the death 
of John V. Kopf, declared last evening that 
he will come back at his enemies with both 
feet.” He said that he will prove his jnno- 
cence and land some of his opponents in 
the penitentiary for perjury ff they persist 
in their statements against him. 

This expression, the first statement of any 
kind made by the senator since his arrest, 
was brought about by his being told that 
the police intend to “ nonsuit” the case 


against him today. 

What? Nonsuit?’ gasped Mr: Farnum, 
„Not for me. I want atrial and F shall get 
it, too. They brought these charges against 
me and now they intend to drop the case 
and leave them hanging over me without 
any chance to rid myself of them, do they? 
They need not expect that I shall be as si- 
lent from now on as I have been since this 
thing started. I let them talk, give out their 
wild statements to the public, force the po- 
lice into action through political influence, 
and now they see they are at the end of their 


rope. 
Will Demand Immediate Action. 


“The harm they have done me cannot be 
estimated, but a great part of it can be un- 
done when my innocence is proved. They 
don’t want to give me a chance to do this. 
They tee that they can do no more than they 
have already, so they are forced to be satis- 
fied, 

‘“ But I am not satisfled. I shall not rely 
upon the ‘time will cure’ remedy, but shell 
act immedately. I shall compel these men, 
who have been at the bottom of this, to go 
into a court of record and repeat the state- 
ments they made before the corener’s jury, 
where I had no chance. In a court of rec- 
ord they will be Mable for perjury, and that 
is what I want.” 


Declines to Name Opponents. 


Mr. Farnum declined to name the men 
against whom Wis attack would be aimed, 
but said in a general way that it was the 
“whole pack of Lorimer partisans, who 
testified that they had heard him shout 
„Get Kopf,“ and that they had over heard 
him planning and rejoicing in the stabbing 
of Commissioner Kopf. 


Action Surprises Capt. Kelly. 

This sudden turn of the man who had 
begun to earn his recently acquired title of 
the “silent senator’’ was unexpected by 
Capt. Peter M. Kelly of the Warren avenue 
police station, who caused the arrest of Mr. 
Farnum and handled the case for the police 
department. 

“T have nothing to say about Mr. Far- 
num's attitude, he stated. We have de- 
eided to enter a plea of nolle pros.,’ and 
that is as far as our plans have gone. I can- 
not tell what we will do after that unt!) I 
see what Senator Farnum will do. If he de- 
mands a trial and the court grants it, as I 
presume it will, there will be nothing left 
for us to do except to go ahead with the case. 
It will all come out in the morning, anyway.“ 


GIVES BANQUET TO DR. QUAYLE. 


Berwyn Methodist Brotherhood In- 
dorses His Project for an Annual 
Holiday for Letter Carriers. 


At a banquet given for the Rev. William A. 
Quayle, pastor of the St. James’ Methodist

GUARDS HER HIDDEN GOLD 


WIDOW OF FISHERMAN FEARS 
DISCOVERY OF COIN. 


Mrs. Andrew Mattson Believes Her. 
Husband, Who Died Two Days Ago, 
Left $8,000 Secreted in Their 
„Shack“ on Lake Shore—She Does 
Not Know Where It Is and Has En- 
listed the Aid of Friends to Keep 
Searchers Away. 


Fearing that robbers may find the hidden 
treasure left by her husband, who died two 
days ago,.Mrs. Andrew Mattson, 62 years 
old, is Keeping an anxious vigil at her weath- 
er beaten cabin on the shore of Lake Mich- 


|} igan at the foot of One Hundred and Third 


street. Mattson is supposed to have saved 
$8,000, which he hid so securely that even 
his wife knew nothing of the place of con- 
cealment. She fears that Mattson may have 
betrayed his secret to some companion. 

Mrs. Mattson yesterday asked three of her 
husband's friends to assist her in guarding 
the “shack” and ite, surroundings until the 
hidden treasure can be found. These men, 
with Mrs. Mattson’s only. son, started to 
patrol the beach near the house last even- 
ing. They aim to keep searchers away. The 
widow’s fears are all the greater because 
her husband was a drinking man and talked 
to his friends about his money. Some time 
ago an acquaintance threatened to show 
where the treasure was hidden. 


Keeps Secret from All. 

Mattson was called a miser. Before his 
death his wife begged him to tell where he 
had buried hie little fortune, but he was deaf 
to her entreaties. He also guarded his secret 
from all his relatives. Up to the time of his 
death he insisted that he would not die and 
that it was useless to tell where he had hid- 
den his wealth. Before he lost consciousness 
in the hospital his wife foresaw her pov- 
erty. and explained to the miser fisherman 
the necessity of disclosing the location of 
the treasure. 

Nou are going to die,“ she told him, and 
I need the money to bury you with.“ 

Mattson was firm in his belief that death 
could not overtake him and he withheld his 
secret until it was too late, At the last he 
made a feeble effort to grant his wife's re- 
quest. The words were unintelligible and 
the widow was left without a penny, while 
$8,000 of the man’s savings are believed to 
lie in some hiding place. 


Fisherman and Stonemason. 

In the winter when there was little fishing 
Mattson worked as a stone mason, earning 
good wages. He spent little except a few 
nickels for beer. A tew months ago he re- 
ceived $500 from the Pennsylvania railroad 
in settlement for injuries which he suffered 
when struck by a train near his cabin. He 
hoarded all his money and sometimes car- 
ried it about in a leather. bag. 

He came to South Chicago fifteen years 
ago and builf a hut on the luke shore, He 
never pald any rent and his living cost prac- 
tically nothing. He had his own garden and 
kept his own chickens. The oottage shows 
his strange miserly handiwork. 

The men who will assist her tn the search 
are Anton Danielson, Harry Otter, and Gus- 
tave Anderson. Mattson and his wife came 
from Sweden. 


THREE RESORTS ARE CLOSED 
AGAIN BY MAYOR’S ORDER. 


Saloons Formerly Conducted by Clayton 
Bush, Wodack, and Peter Cohen Lose 
Their Licenses for Second Time. 


Three off the resorts, which were closed in 
the crusade against disreputable saloons last 
September and for which licenses again had 
been issued were ordered closed for the sec- 
ond time by Mayor Dunne yesterday. 

The places, formerly conducted by Clayton 
Bush, 1 and 8 North Clark street and now 
owned nominally by William O'Donnell; Wo- 
déack’s music hall, 19 to 25 North Clark street, 
known as the Olympia, and now conducted 
by Peter Klein; and the resort formerly 
owned by Peter Cohen at 219 West Randolph 
street, now owned by Jacob Schultz, are the 
saloons for which the licenses were revoked 
for harboring disreputable women. The po- 
lice had watched the places closely since they 
reopened and reported that the former con- 
ditions had not improved. 

The city issued the three licensee after the 
previous revocation when forced to do so by 
court order, but they warned the proprietors 
their places would be again closed if respeo- 
tability was not observed. 

Chief of Police Collins in the afternoon re- 
fused to grant a saloon license to Edward 
Weiss, whose place in State street recently 
was closed, for another saloon at Twenty-seo- 
ond and Dearborn streets, as the city author- 
ities feared that Weiss would not conduct a

In the next, that’s 
a chestnut. It was first got off by Joseph.

PHILIP MOORE PERFORMS STUNTS 
UNTIL HEB COLLAPSES, 


Students of Phi Delta Phi Frater- 
nity of the Northwestern Law 
School Compel “Neophyte’’ to Per- 
form Antics in Street, Although His 
Face Is Drawn with Pain, Until He 
Falls Senseless—Hurried Home te 
Recover for Treatment“ Tonight. 


State street shoppers were shocked last 
night by the sight of four young men bear- 
ing on their shoulders a helpless boy, clothed 
in fantastic red costume, hia face white and 
contorted with pain. At their heels trooped 
a crowd of street boys, crying: 

“'Nitiation, 'nitlation. Come on.“ 

It was the climax of the Initiation of Php 
Moore, 72 Maple street, into the Phi Delta 
Phi fraternity of the Northwestern Law 
school. He collapsed while dancing a jig 
on the sidewalk in front of Sim Wineman’s 
saloon on Randolph street. 

“Get up, you can’t play that game,” cried 
his tormentors, poking the nearly insensible 
candidate in the ribs. But Moore did not 
obey. He writhed in agony and soon after 
was seized with a violent Illness. 

„He's doped. Get him back,” said the 
older men. 


Neophyte Dumped in Oorner. 

AMoore was carried back to the Northwest- 
ern university law bullding, at Lake and 
Dearborn streets, and put in the corner of 
the room where other “neophytes” were 
being put through.” 

„Let him alone awhile,” was the order. 

“We'll save him for tomorrow night,” 
said one man. Some Ann Arbor men will

“We will show them how we do things 
in Chicago.

Meanwhile the Initiation went, and Moore 
js slated for another turn tonight as a 
spectacle in honor of the visitors, Six other 
men were initiated Two were from the 
Chicago Law school, two from the Chicago- 
Kent College of Law, and two from North- 
western Law school. A number of alumni 
were present. 

The “ neophytes” were dressed in red and 
green outfits, blindfolded, automobile goggles 
put over their heads, and led down the center 
of the street for the edification of the Christ- 
mas shoppera At the corner of State and 
Madison streets some of the more reckless 
initiators proposed putting one of the men 
on the fender of a street car, while they hung 
on to his legs and arma, but older men inter- 
vened. The candidates were pushed and 
tripped, and pounded until they were exhaust- 
ed, then taken back to the building, and 
forced to jump on tin foil tacks and beat each 
other with boxing. gloves. With the slight 
drawback of one man playing out, the initia- 
tion was a huge success.

With interest and all,“ he said, it will 
come to nearly $10,000, and it about breaks 
me It means a mortgage on my house, but 
as soon as I can raise the money it will be 
sent to Springfield. The ex-officiale who 
have agreed to return the money hope it will 
be accepted on the condition that it Is to be 
returned if the courts decide we have a 
right to it. However, I shall send the mioney 
back without any conditions 

“I regret that we did not secure vouchers 
to show exactly how the money was spent.

Lloyd C. Griscom of Pennsylvania, minis- 
ter to Japan, to be ambassador to Brazil. 
Herbert H. D. Peirce, third assistant sec- 
petary of state, to be minister to Norway. 
Mr. Thompson's transfer to the City of 


Mexico means his vindication of the charges 


erred against him by Eugene Seeger of 

„ woneul general at Rio de Janeiro. 
charges were of an ugly character, 
yefiecting upon the morals of Mr. Thomp- 
gon, and the president deemed them of suffi- 
clent importance to warrant the dispatch of 
Solicitor of State Penfield to Rio de Janeiro 
to make a thorough investigation. 

When it became known that Solicitor Pen- 
field was going to Brazil the statement was 
made from Oyster Bay, where the president 
then was, that his mission was to inquire into 
the commercial relations of the United States 
with South America. Mr. Penfield is one of 
the ablest officials of the state department 
and this version readily was accepted as the 
truth. But it subsequently developed that 
the charges made by Consul ean — tes 

inst Mr. Thompson was the e motive 
of his dispatch on an 8.000 mile voyage. 


Story of the Brazil Quarrel. 


The state department has been keeping 
the report of Solicitor Penfield in its most 
gecret closet, and it was not knovwn until 
today what conclusions had been reached. 
It appears that there has been a bitter per- 
sonal controversy between Consul General 
Seeger and Ambassador Thompson, which 
began shortly after the arrival of Mr. Thomp- 
gon at Rio de Janeiro. Usually when a con- 
ul general is stationed in the same city 
with a minister or ambassador a great deal 
of friction arises, due to the indefinite line 
which is drawn between the duties of the 
two officers. The consul general sometimes 
interferes in a diplomatic question, and oc- 
casionally the minister or ambassador in- 
tervenes in a commercial question. Then 
bad relations set in, which may lead to the 
presentation of charges at the state depart- 
ment. 

The characters of Ambassador Thompson 
and Consul General Seeger are similar, in 
that both are stubborn. The two men have 
considerable political influence. Mr. Thomp- 
gon controls a good section of the republican 
party in Nebraska and Mr. Seeger has large 
influence with the German-Americans of 
Illinois. Mr. Seeger had been in Brazil five 
years when Mr. Thompson came, knew the 
country and the government, and was popu- 
lar. Neither liked the interference of the 
other in what he regarded as his especial 
business. 

Ambassador Thompson finally preferred 
charges against Consul General Seeger in 
connection with his accounts. This was a 
year ago. An investigation made by the | 
state department showed conclusively that 
there was absolutely nothing wrong with the 
‘consul general's accounts, save that they 
were mixed up. There was no refiection 
upon the honesty and integrity of Mr. Seeger. 
The accounts were straightened out and Mr. 
Seeger remained triumphant at Rio de 
Janeiro. 


Hints of an Ugly Scandal. 

This was some time ago. Last spring Mr. 
Seeger heard a peculiar story about Am- 
bassador Thompson. Subsequently there 
came to him a statement in regard to àn al- 
leged insult the American ambassador had 
offered to a respectable woman in Brazilian 
society. Mr. Seeger referred the matter to 
Washington. Mr. Penfield made an investi- 
gation, and his vindication has resulted in 
the determination of the president to send 
him to Mexico, which post had been offered 
to and accepted by Mr. Thompson 
months ago. 

So far as can be learned nothing will hap- 
pen to Consul General Seeger. He is a val- 
vable man where he is, and will stay. With 
the new ambassador, Mr. Griscom, it is 
hoped he will enjoy better relations. Mr. 
Griscom is tactful. He occupied a difficult 
post at Tokio before and during the Russo- 
Japanese war, and when he left some weeks 
ago for the United States he carried with 
him the hearty good will of every Japanese 
with whom he had come in contact. 

The appointment of Mr. Griscom to Brazil 
will be a matter of gratification to the Bra- 
zillan government, according to authorita- 
tive information. Mr. Root wanted a man 


at Rio de Janeiro capable of carrying out 


the new policy of friendship and good will 
which he has inaugurated. Mr. Griscom will 
have an agreeable post, as the relations be- 
tween the United States and Brazil are most 
cordial. But he will have to labor indus- 
triously to obtain the assent of the Bra- 
gillian government to the expansion of the 
Monroe doctrine which the president has 
made. 


Germany Apologizes to Brazil. 


He will not become involved in the Panther 
incident, which, according to official informa- 
tion received at the state department, has 
been happily settled by a full and complete 
apology from the German government. Ger- 
many has declared the act of the commander 
of the Panther in invading Brazilian territory 
in search of deserters unwarranted. Suchan 
incident is not likely to occur again. 

The selection of Mr. Peirce as minister to 
Norway was anticipated in these dispatches, 
He has been third assistant secretary of 
state for several years, before which time he 


Was secretary of the American embassy at 


St. Petersburg. He ie best known to the 
country as the representative of the president 
at 2 3 peace oonference. The 
post of minister to Norway carries a gal 
$10,000 per annum. 22 885 
The successor of Mr. Peirce has not been 
selected. Charles Denby, now chief clerk of 
the state department, has been mentioned, 
and it is generally admitted in administration 
circles that his experience in diplomatic work 
in the far east would pecullarly fit him for the

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publican presidential nomination in 1908. 
Secretary Root, for instance, is pressing the 
Santo Domingo treaty. He inherited it from 
his predecessor, but he is entire sympathy 
with the theory of the power of the president 
regarding foreign affairs which is wrapped 
up in this particular treaty. 


Conspiracy te Embroil Root? 

Some of Root's opponents, it is said, who 
would like to see him out of the way before 
the next republican national convention 
meets, apparently believe the Santo Domingo 
affair can be utilized to embroil him with the 
sehate, just as Secretary Hay was embroiled 
many years ago. Secretary Hay, it will be 
remembered, went down to his death with one 
implacable hatred in his gentle heart, and 
that was an intense dislike for the United 
State senate. Besides this, Secretary Root 
has been sending out letters to commercial 
bodies throughout the country asking them 
to use their influence with congress toward 
the passage of the consular reorganization 
bill. 

Senators, who are jealous of the encroach- 
ment of the executive upon the legislative 
function of the government, have been 
critical of the actions of Secretary Root, and 
there is even more resentment displayed in 
the house of representatives, because mem- 
bers of that body include a great many who 
are opposed to civil service rules and do not 
want to see that system extended to the con- 
sular service. 

Secretary Taft is said to be another cabinet 
officer who is being attacked covertly in con- 
gress for individual political reasons. As 
secretary of war he is the nominal head of the 
administration of the Panama canal. If the 
investigation should demonstrate a condition 
of affairs tending to show extraordinary ex- 
travagance or inefficiency of administration 
the secretary of war would naturally come 
in for considerable blame. 


Taft Is Also Singled Out. 

His speeches in the Ohio campaign this year 
were not of such a character as to endear 
him to either of the senators from that state. 
Mr. Dick was chairman of the state central 
committee which managed the campaign, 
and the secretary's speech at Akron was en- 
tirely too liberal to suit the state chairman. 
Taft's reference to Cox touched a raw spot 
because Cox and Dick had been intimately 
associated in previous campaigns, and it was 
really Dick the people were aiming at rather 
than Herrick. Taft also was extremely out- 
spoken on the railroad rate issue which Sen- 
ator Foraker only a few days before had 
openly attacked in his keynote speech. 

The result is that it is entirely natural for 
Senators Dick and Foraker to fall in with 
any plan of campaign which would tend to 
discredit the secretary of war. This does not 
mean they have done so, but current rumors 


which are to the effect that Taft and Root 


are being singled out for slaughter are at 
least borne out by the fact that Senator 
Foraker is among those who insist that the 
nominations of the canal commissioners shall 
not be confirmed until the senate has had 
opportunity to find out whereall the money 
has gone and why it has not produced more 
results in the direction of the actual construc- 
tion of the canal. 


May Split Over Appointments. 


It may be only an accident, but it is a fact 
that when the senate adjourned tonight there 
were, according to preliminary tally of clerks, 
115 presidential nominations which were Held 
up for one reason or another. Some of these 
cases were quite recent and the senate had 
not time to take action, but there are many 
important nominations which have been in- 
tentionally held up. 

Among these is that of Interstate Commerce 
Commissioner Lane, whose nomination has 
created intense dissatisfaction in the senate 
among both republicans and democrats. Re- 
publicans are angry because they say Lane’s 
confirmation would give the democrats, tem- 
porarily at least, control of the commis- 
sion, while democrats object to the confirma- 
tion on the ground that Lane is not a demo- 
crat at all but a socialist, a single taxer, 
and political nondescript.

Leaves All to Directors. 

The fact is,” said Mr. Hendricks, you

There was no reason,” said Supt. Hen- 
dricks, “except that the transaction was 
ancient history.” 

As to the omission from the department's 
report of reference to the Harriman-Schiff 
blind pool in Union Pacific preferred stock 
Mr. Hendricks said that he was concerned 
in his inquiries about that matter only as to 
whether the Equitable had lost any money or 
not. It was true that he did not think that it 
was a proper investment for the Equitable 
to make. He denied that anybody had re- 
quested him to omit the transaction from his 
report. 

No Attempt to Stop Rebating. 

Mr. Hendricks admitted that the insurance 
department had taken practically no steps 
to prevent rebates. Summing up his views, 
Mr. Hendricks said that he was of the 
opinion that the department of insurance 
ought not to be empowered to examine life 
insurance companies further than as to their 
solvency. He believed it would be a danger - 
ous thing if the department was allowed to 
go in and undertake the ‘management of 
these institutions. The legislature might just 
as well make the insurance companies state 
institutions. 

Chief Examiner Vanderpool testified that 
he has been in the insurance deaprtment 
gince 1870 and that he has been in charge 
of practically all the examinations made by 
the department since 1895. In the case of 
the examination of the Mutual Life in 1893 
he said he had twelve men that worked in 
the company from January to September. 

Mr. Hughes’ questions brought out the in- 
formation that practically all they had ac- 
complished was a verification of the com- 
pany’s statement through comparing the 
items with entries on the company’s books. 

Mr. Vanderpool, in his examination of the 
Mutual, did not discover that President Me- 
Curdy was getting $150,000 a year. As to the 
excessive commissions paid to Richard H. 
MoCurdy Mr. Vanderpool had not until 
recently known what their amount was. The 
examiner admitted that his examination 
wouldn’t be much of a safeguard if anybody

Committee of Thirty-first Ward Or- 
ganisation Calls on Council Mem- 
ber and Asks Him to Give Assist- 
ance to Their Movement—He Re- 
plies That Visitors Are His Ene-~ 
mies, Having Opposed Him at the 
Polis, and They Leave. 


A committee of seven members of the 
Thirty first Ward Mugicipal Ownership 
league called on Ald.

Discussion Soon Grows Heated. 

When the committee visited Ald. Roberts 
Dr. Willis C. Stone was the spokesman and 
launched into I. M. O. carefully. Before 
he had gone far, however, the members of 
the delegation all were firing questions at the 
alderman at the same instant. At times the 
situation took on an ominous aspect, and 
personalities were bandied even among the 
committee members. 

“Why should I accept advice from you?” 
asked Ald. Roberts, for you are democrats 
and my enemies. I am willing to take ad- 
vice from friénds, but you were the leaders 
against mé in the last election. Therefore, 
I cannot grant your requests.“ 

The committee asked him why he voted 
on many propositions in the council the way 
he did, but the alderman declined to answer.

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BASIS OF PLEA. 


Packers Rely on Letters to 
Commissioner of Corpora- 
tions for Immunity. 


GIVE OUTLINE OF PLAN. 


He Is Subpenaed to Testify 


Whether Indicted Men Gave 
Damaging Evidence. 


Incriminating statements sala to have been 
secured by James R. Garfield, commissioner 
of corporations, from the packers two months 
before the federal grand jury inquiry, it de- 
veloped yesterday, will be the chief basis 
upon which the packers expect to win the 
immunity plea from criminal prosecution 
now being tried before Judge Humphrey. 
Mr. Garfield has been subpenaed to testify 
before the court. 

It was known that the defense expected to 


prove by Commissioner Garfield that they 


had made themselves immune from the crim- 
inat conspiracy charge, but not until the 
afternoon session wes the nature of that 


evidence revealed. 


The packers expect to prove by Commis- 


. Sioner Garfield that he wrote to them two 


months before the grand jury was sworn 
in for additional informiation, and that this 


information, which promptly was furnished,. 


it is claimed, was used by the government in 
securing the indictments. 


Packers Say Letters Are Lost. 
The weak part of the defense is that the 
packers claim to have lost or nfislaid these 
letters. The subpcena on Commissioner Gar- 
field calls for copies of letters of requests for 


statements, sent to J. Ogden Armour, Ed- 


ward Morris, and Ira Morris, on July 2, 1904, 
and Jan. 28, 1905. These specific letterg, it 
is claimed, have disappeared from the files 
of the packers. What the defense expects to 


| prove by Commissioner Garfield follows: 


That two months before the grand jury went into 
session he secured statements from the defendants 
on the fresh meat and by-product business, which 
later were submitted to Attorney General William 
H. Moody of the department of justice, and used 
in the indictment. 

That letters of instructions sent to R. Dana Du- 
rand and T. M. Robertson, Garfield’s chief as- 
sistants in investigating the beef inquiry, contain 
instructions to coerce the packers into making 
statements. 

That private information not secured for the 
purpose of publication by Garfield really was se- 
cured by him for the use of the department of 
justice end was used by that department in re- 
turning the indictment, and that part of that evi- 
dence is included in the indictment. This is to be 
shown by comparing parts of the indictment with 
documentary matter produced by Garfield under 
the subpoena. 


Says Letters Will Complete Evidence. 

If Commissioner Garfield produces those 
letters, said Attorney John 8. Miller last 
night, our chain of evidence will be com- 
plete. They have been mislaid by our clients. 
We want Mr. Garfield to show that he gave 
his reports to the department of justice. 
We will do the rest. Mr. Garfield acted as 
an investigator of the department of justice, 
in our belief, and, inasmuch as he compelled 
the packers to produce testimony against 
themselves, upon which they are now being 
held under bonds under an indictment, they 
should be permitted to go free.”

What purports to be a copy of one 
of these reports is In the hands of the coun- 
sel for the defense, but subpeenas served on 
employés of the company failed to bring any 
one to court who could testify that it was 
made by Meller. 

To make one more attempt to locate Mana- 
ger Halsted, who is supposed to have this 
information, the defense asked that the even- 
ing session be dispensed with. They also 
will look for several other witnesses. 

Witnesses for Gilhooley took the stand for 
the first time. His sister, Mrs. Nellie Davy, 
was called to prove an alibi for him in the 
charges of incendiarism against him, which 
crept into the evidence of the state, but her 
testimony was barred by the court as irrele- 
vant.

AMERICANS CAPTURE MOST HON- 
ORS AT LIVE STOCK SHOW. 


Canadians, Uniformly Victorious 
Heretofore, Now Relegated to See- 
end Place—Low Fares Bring Thou- 
sands of Breeders to Chicago, 
Swelling the Hitherto Record 
Breaking Attendance to Eighty 
Thousand. 


American exhibiters carried off the honors 
yesterday in the sheep division of the inter- 
national live stock show, winning the largest 
number of championship and first and sec- 
ond prizes. Heretofore this honor has al- 
ways been won by Canadians. 

American exhibiters won thirteen cham- 
pionships, thirty-six first and thirty-six sec- 
ond prizes. Canadian exhibiters won seven 
championships, thirty-four first and twenty- 
six second prizes. 

The judging of sheep ended when final 
awards were made in four of the breeding 
classes. George Truesdell, Deer Park, Md., 
presented the champion ram, and Hastings 
Bros., Ontario, the champion ewe in the Lie- 
cester class. Lewis Bros., Camp Point, III., 
won the blue ribbon for the champion ram 
in the breeding Cotswold class. F. W. Hard- 
ing, Waukesha, Wis., had the champion 
Cotswold ewe. Harding also won four first 
prizes in the Cotswold breeding class. 

J. T. Gibson, Denfield, Ont., won firsts in 
the Lincoln breeding classes and also pre- 
sented the champion ram and ewe in that 
class. 

In the breeding Hampshire classes James 
West, Montpelier, Ind., had the best ram, 
and Telfer Bros., Paris, Ont., the champion 
ewe. 

Low Rates Swell Attendance. 

Taking advantage of the 1 cent a mile rate 
which went into effect on Tuesday thou- 
sands of stockmen poured into Chicago, 
swelling the hitherto record breaking at- 
tendance at the show to almost 80,000. 

It was officially announced that the United 
States government is determined to go ahead 
with its experimental work of seeking to 
produce a distinctly American type of gen- 
eral utility horse. Representatives of the 
government are in Chicago to try to secure 
possession of the champion trotting bred 
stallion, Burlingham, owned by James Ho- 
bart Moore. 

Major, one of the Belgian stallions from the 
stable of King Leopold of Belgium, imported 
this year by Dunham & Fletcher of Wayne, 
III., was adjudged champion of the aged stal- 
lion class. 


Prizes for Shorthorn Cows. 

Dunwoedy’s great Minneapolis shorthorn 
cow won a signal victory in the aged matron 
ring. She was third at the Minnesota state 
fair last year. Prince Ito II., son of Pierce's 
$10,000 Prince Ito, was adjudged champion 
bull of the Angus ring. Martin's Heliotrope 
ef Iowa won grand championship honors in 
the cow class. Minnesota won in the Gal- 
loway ring, Clark’s imported bull, Worthy 
III., taking the blue ribbon. 

Horses and cattle were examined by 350 
students of the Chicago Veterinary college, 
in charge of Dr. Joseph Hughes. Dr. W. HI. 
Dalrymple, veterinarian bf the Louisiana 
College of Agriculture, was in charge of a 
delegation of students from that institution. 

Horses belonging to the packers will oc- 
cupy the ring tonight in competition for 
honors. There will also be contests between 
single saddle horses used in stockyard work 
and three saddle horses owned by any em- 
ployé, or a single firm in the stockyards. 


NOTES FROM JOLIET PRISON. 


Banker W. H. Hunt Hopes to Follow 
E. 8. Dreyer to Freedom— 
Dougherty Promoted. 


These are hopeful times in the Joliet peni- 
tentiary since the release of Edward 8. 
Dreyer and the action of the Supreme court 
in giving new trials to two Chicago mur- 
derers. ‘William H. Hunt, former president 
of the Pan-American bank, Chicago, is nurs- 
ing a hunch that it is timely to be stir- 
ring. Hunt worked side by side with Dreyer 
in the record room and misses his former 
companion. 

He had his attorney down from Chicago 
yesterday and told him of Dreyer’s release 
and asked him if they could not have the 
sentence set aside which holds him a prison- 
er, charged with violating the banking laws. 
Hunt also is discovering that there were 
errors in his indictment and that he pleaded 
guilty under a misapprehension. 

And then, there is Newton C. Dougherty, 
formerly of Peoria until hé got to using too 
much of the public school funds. He has 
been promoted to Dreyer’s job and will keep 
the records of the convicts. The former 
school man is not without hope of earning 
another promotion along the lines of Dreyer's 
career. Dougherty has served an appren- 
ticeship in the broom factory.

| BUSCH CASE ALL 


A POINT OF LAW. 


If He Is Attache of Corpora- 
tion Counsel’s Office Mayor 
Can Remove Him. 


COL. LEWIS POINTS WAY. 


Says Attorney’s Position May Be 
Illegal; Mr. Dunne Still 
Undecided. 


A kind of *‘ moot court” is being held to 
decide whether Frank X. Busch shall be 
retained as attorney for the civil service 
commission or whether Willdam Prentis# 
friend, Richard J. Finn, shall be put in his 
place. The way Mayor Dunne put it last 
night the decision would seem to card on a 
technical law point. 

“If Mr. Busch is an attaché of the cor- 
poration counsel's office, then he is not pro- 
tected by the civil service law and can be 
removed at the will of the mayor. If he is 
an employé of the civil service board, then 
he should be a civil service employé, and, con- 
sequently, his present position is an illegal 
one.“ 

Such was the gist of an opinion given the 
mayor by Corporation Counsel Lewis yes- 
terday. 

“If the position is to be considered that of 
an examiner or investigator for the civil 
service commission, then the commission 
‘inadvertently has been carrying an em- 
ployé drawing pay from the city who in no 
way has complied with the civil service 
laws or for whom the commission has not 
found it agreeable to exact the necessary 
qualifying test of those laws,“ he added. 


Protest Against Busch’s Removal. 

Earlier in the day President Lessing Rosen- 
thal of the Civil Service Reform association 
and Walter L. Fisher, a member of its ex- 
ecutive committee, called on the mayor to 
make a protest against the removal of Mr. 
Busch. They insisted that he was the em- 
ployé of the commission alone, that his work 
was for the commission in the trial of men 
whose removal was sought for the good of 
the service, and that when it came to cases 
in court Assistant Corporation Counsel Beck- 
with always had acted. 

In further support of the assertion that 
Mr. Busch is not a part of the corporation 
counsel's office they pointed out the fact that 
he is paid from the appropriation for the 
civil service commission. 

Jam not willing to say now what I shall 
do in the matter,” said the mayor after all 
had been said and done, 

“What difference does it make?“ he was 
asked. To a layman it looks as if the 
question is whether a removal is to be made 
and an appointment made for political rea- 
sons.“ 

IJ am not acknowledging that the change 
is contemplated for political reasons,“ replied 
the mayor. 


Want John Minwegen Retained. 


A strong protest against the removal of 
John Minwegen from the board of local im- 
provements was made by the West North 
Avenue Improvement association. It sent 
the mayor a memorial stating that when it 
got into trouble over the paving of the street 
Mr. Minwegen was the only member of the 
board who seemed to have the knowledge 
or the public spirit to come to its assistance 
and prevent the acceptance of a bad pave- 
ment. 


Mayor Overrules Mr. Dupont. 


Mayor Dunne overruled the recommenda- 
tion of his own traction expert. A. B. Du- 
pont reported in favor of allowing the Chi- 
cago City road to put a trolley in State street 
to relieve the crowding of e at the Wash- 
ington street terminus of the Clark street 
lines. The mayor said he could not allow it. 
His objection was that it might give the 
traction company another weapon to fight 
municipal ownership with. 

IJ am not disputing Mr. Dupont's proposi- 
tion at all,“ Mr. Dunne said. “ The thing 
confronting me, however, is the inadvisability 
of granting any trolley permits of any kind at 
the present time.“ 

It happens that Mr. Dupont's recommenda- 
tion went much further than anything the 
company asked for. President Mitten sug- 
gested a trolley in State street, from Twenti- 
eth to Van Buren. Mr. Dupont said that was 
but a compromise. The better plan was to 
carry the trolley all the way up State street 
and around the present cable car loop. 

President Mitten replied that he had not 
thought to ask that much but would be only 
too glad if it could be done. 


Union Traction Short of Cars. 


„Mr. Doty has reported,“ the mayor said, 
“that the Union Traction company has not 
enough cars for an efficient service. What 
can be done té have them get more is not 
plain. The recommendation that cars stop 
at only one side of a street I have approved. 
Also that all city detectives travel free on 
their rights as policemen and not accept 
passes from the eqmpanies.“ 


OPPOSES WATER PLANT PLAN. 


Mayor Declares Granting of a Fran- 
chise to the Packers Would 
Be Impossible. 


The granting of a franchise to the packing 
interests to allow them to furnish their own 
water was declared impossible by the mayor 
yesterday. At the same time J. Addison 
Blakely, secretary of the I. M. O. league, 
announced the league would take the matter 
up this evening and instruct the mayor never 
to consent to anything of the sort.

ROADS PURCHASE RECORD. EQUvIP- 
'. MENT DURING PRESENT YEAR. 


Car and Locomotive Builders Receive 
Orders fer Rolling Stock Costing 


'$260,186,000, Which Is More than 


Any Time for Last Decade—Canada 
and Foreign Countries Also Secure 
, Western 0ff- 
cialis to Add in Investigation.

This has been the banner year for railroad 
equipment. builders. The railroads of the 
United States and Canada have bought dur- 
Ing the 1906, from car and locomotive 
builders, Muipment which haa cost them the 
enormous sum of $260,186,000, Which is more 
than they have spent in any year during 
‘the last decade, This estimate does not in- 
clude the cars and locomotives which were 
| built by the railroads in their own shops. 

- Official figures for the car and locomotive 
‘| output of the United States and Canada 
during the year have been compiled by the 
Ratiroad tte, and show the following 
astounding feturns: The number of cars 
‘which have been buflt during the year, in- 
eluding cars for use in subway and elevated 
roads, but exclusive of street and interurban 
electric cars, is 168,006. These figures do not 
include the cars built by the railroads them- 
‘| selves, of which a large number have been 
bullt this year. * 


Car Output Sets New Record. 

Of the total number of cars built 165,455 are 
for freight service and 2,551 are for passenger 
service. The official figures also show that 
162,701 cars were built for domestic use and 
5,305 for export.. This is the largest output 
in any one year, and is considerably more 
than double the output of last year, when 
the total number of cars bullt was 42,950 
The next largest output was in 1902, when 
164,547 cars were built. 

During the last three months car compa- 
nies have booked record breaking orders, the 
majority of them being for 1907 delivery, and 
among them are orders from two of the lead- 
ing railroads, which alone amount to almost 
as many cars as the total output of 1904. 


Comparison with Former Years. 
The following table shows the Raliroad Ga- 
gette's estimate of cars bufit during the last 
soven years:

Official returns from the locomotive build- 
ers of the United States and Canada show 
that there were 5,491 new locomotives bullt 
in 1906 as against 3,441 in 1904. This, of 
course, does not include the locomotives 
bullt by the railroads in their own shops, nor 
orders given for repairs or rebtilding. The 
number of electric locomotives bullt was 140 
as against 05 last year, and of the total num- 
‘ber, 583 were for export, and 4,896 were for 
domestic use, including 177 compound loco- 
motives. The total number of locomotives 
bulit this year exceeds the total number of 
any previous year in the last decade. 


Roads to Aid Investigation. 

The western railroads are perfecting their 
plans to codperate with the interstate com- 
merce commission in the matter of informing 
against those who are guilty of violations 
of the Elkins law. J. C. Stubbs of the Union 
and Southern Pacific has been made chair- 
man of a committee, whose members he is 
authorized to choose himself, which will 
seek a conferéhce with the commission early 
next week, to talk over with them this new 
move on the part of the railroads.

corn from outside are likely to increase, the 
total here Dec. 29 might exceed 2,500,000 bu. 
A train of corn was sent to Milwaukee yes- 
2 to keep a drier there busy until corn 
ee there from the west arrives. With 
thousands of dealer» through the west trying 
to get a share of the good money the bulls 
seem to be willing to pay for corn it looks as 
though the latter would have a g00d deal of 
high priced property at the end of the month. 
While No. 8 corn ts bringing as high as 48%c 
in the local market for drying into No. 2, 
there is no shipping demand from the east 
at better than 41%c, and No. 2 corn would 
not bring more than %c premtum for com- 
mercial uses. This points to a possible 8c 
loss on the cash corn taken in unlese condi- 
tions change in the near future, and if the 
corn has to be carried any length of time 
storage, insurance, and interest charges at 
about Ide a month will mount up rapidly. 
The bulls probably do not expect to be obliged 
to take so much cash corn. A few weeks 
ago there was less than 100,000 bu contract 
corn here. It is not believed the long line 
exceeds 3,000,000 bu, if it is as large, and the 
daily purchases of 100.000 bu or so at the 50c 
level increase the average cost rapidly. The 
bull interest lis supposed to be in Wall street, 
the supporting orders coming from New 
York, and Col. Ellwood and “ Tinplate ” 
D. G. Reid are talked of as principals in the 
speculation. The shorts will have to be 
squeezed badly to make the deal pay, and all 
shorts who do not expect to deliver the goods 
are probably out, except those who have 
old December sold against long new Decem- 
ber. They are sweating through a paper 
loss now in the belief the old December longs 
will get so much corn they will give up try- 
ing to hold up prices. 

Cash wheat was dull and weak in the local 
market. Where prices have been maintained 
on the basis of the May they were easier rel- 
atively than the December yesterday, and 
that was easier than the May. While there 
was little relative change in the prices of 
the better grades, low grade springs have 
become a drug on the market. For No. 4 
springs, which ten days ago were bringing 
from 75c to 800, there is no milling demand, 
and speculators were buying them yesterday 
at 700 to 72c. Total sales here aggregated 
about 20,000 bu in small lots. Kansas City 
was quoted dull and unchanged to %c lower 
in some messages and sick and %c to Ic 
lower by others, with not over one-quarter 
of the receipts sold and bids scaree. At St. 
Louis red winters. were a shade firmer, but 
hard winters extremely dull. There was an 
unsatisfactory cash market at Minneapolis, 
No. 1 northern at the wider discount of 2c 
under May, while No. 2 northern was 4c to 
4%c under.

000,000 bu, which reduces the government 
figures to 681,000,000 bu. On the basis of 615,-. 
000,000 bu and not to exceed 60,000, 000 bu 
brought over July 1, the country has 75,000,- 
000 bu for export to July 1.” 


“The agricultural gentlemen at Washing- 
ton add nine more millions to the wheat 
crop,” says Col. W. J. Pope. It is well that 
this is a final report for 1905, or no one could 
calculate what the ultimate results by way 
of additions might be. Weshould have more 
respect for these reports had not the worth- 
lessness of the census department’s acreage 
basis been so thorbughly exposed by the in- 
vestigation of Messrs. Brown of New York, 
Murray of Cincinnati, and Howard of Chi- 
cago in 1902, when it was found that in 101 
counties out of 1,400 considered more land 
was figured as under tillage than the coun- 
ties by utmost measurement contained, in- 
cluding town sites, roads of every kind, etc. 
The atmosphere of Washington is not al- 
ways conducive to the fairest service, as 
recent exposures of rottenness in the ag- 
ricultural department have shown.” 


Confirmation of the reported exhaustion 
of old crop supplies of grain in Argentina 
was furnished by the estimate of shipments 
for the week, only 400,000 bu wheat and 800,- 
000 bu corn. There is, however, no sign of 
disturbance in foreign markets over the 
probability that Argentine exports will 
amount to Mttle for five or six weeks until 
the new wheat crop begins to move, The 
Antwerp market, which has been unchanged 
for a mumber of days, lost %c yesterday and 
Antwerp is susceptible to the Argentine sit- 
uation. Spot Argentine wheat in Liverpool 
was %d lower and it has been Geclining 
since Monday, losing 24 in that time. The 
entire spot market at Liverpool was easy, 
Australian and Manitoba wheat also losing 
1d. There are no stocks of American wheat 
in Liverpool and spot prices are not quoted, 
but foreigners seem to be woefully ignorant 
of the necessity they are supposed to be 
under of securing large quantities of Amer- 
ican wheat during the next few months. 
Perhaps it is all a case of holiday duliness 
and the Englishmen simply propose to take 
their ease during the holidays without be- 
coming excited over possible shortage of 
breadstuffe after the New Year. 


December wheat is dragging to a lower 
discount under the May, closing yesterday 
at a difference of about 4%4c. The widening 
spread does not indicate a keen cash de- 
mand, at least for the No. 2 hard winter in 
store. While the Armour interest has taken 
in all the wheat delivered so far on Decem- 
ber contracts it ie also short considerable 
December wheat through its own house and 
there is an uneasy feeling among local trad- 
ers who would like to bull wheat that the 
contract stock, or some good sized part of 
it, might be delivered out again by Armour 
before the end of the month, with the prob- 
able result of making a weak market tempo- 
rarily. It ig said houses short December 
wheat, while finding too narrow a market to 
make purchases comfortable in the pit, have 
had no trouble at any time of late In buying 
all they wanted of the Armour house at the 
ruling difference under the May by selling 
the May in exchange. It still looks as though 
this important interest was quite willing to 


see a good carrying charge from December 


to May. 

Bartlett-Frazier-Carrington, who stopped 
trading in bids and offers here last Satur- 
day, resuming the trade in puts and calls at 
Milwaukee, notified their trade yesterday 
they would accept no more orders for puts 
and calls for execution in Milwaukee. The 
reason for this action was said to be the un- 
satisfactory character of the business, which 
is now toosmallto bother with. There was 
no question of the legality of the trade in 
puts and calls considered in reaching our 
decision,” said W. H. Bartlett. 

The directors have interpreted the amend- 
ed rule adopted recently doing away with 
Saturday afternoon deliveries to except the 
last business day of the month when it falls 
on Saturday and contracts can be delivered, 
therefore, up to 10 o’clock on Saturday, 
Dec. 29. 

Seaboard advices reported little demand for 
wheat and only for a few scattered loads of 
corn. Oats demand from abroad was called 
good, with bids not more than e out of line. 
Total sales were put at 24,000 bu wheat, 
48,000 bu corn, and 80,000 bu oats. 

“There is a good inquiry for oats,“ said 
James Bradley of Nye-Jenks, but we are 
not offering any because of the car situa- 
tion. It is harder than ever to get cars to 
fill shipping sales east.“
